today. The deed was signed by both, 
but not in the presence of each other, 
and is as follows: 

“Owing to unhappy differences between 
them, the undersigned have this day ex- 
ecuted a deed of separation. While 
making such announcement, we ‘wish to 
assert with all possible emphasis the 
falsity of the scandalous articles which 
have lately appeared in the public prints. 
While there have been a series of differ- 
ences and disputes, which see mto make 
a separation advisable, there has been 
no conduct upon the part of either which 
could possibly be.the foundation of a di- 
vorce action. No question of the ir- 
fidelity of either to the other has ever 
‘een raised. Statements which have 
charged violent and disgraceful scenes 
between us are absolutely false.

Stripped of the external verbiage, the 
forma] counts upon which the attorney 
of the countess asked for a divorce were 
as follows: 

‘I. Soon after his marriage Count de 
CasteMane began the purchase of furni- 
ture at ridiculously exorbitant prices and 
immediately resold it. When the plaintiff 
protested, the count abused her in the 
presence of servants.

The text of the decree does not go 
into the details of fhe countess’ bill of 
particulars, “inasmuch as Madame de 
Castellane submitted letter8’ and docu- 
ments, several of which’ were from the 
count himself, establishing sufficiently 
that since their marriage, notably in 
1898, 1902 and 1905, he had rélations 


and correspondence with varioux women 


of easy virtue, which was most offensive 
to a wife, thus rendéring himself guilty 
of acts justifying a divorce, and. as he 
had failed to establish a reconciliation, 
the petition of Madame de Castellane is 
granted,”’ 

The count’s demand for an “alimentary 
allowance of $50,000 annually” was de- 
nied On the ground that the guilty party 
in a divorce loses all the advantages ac- 
corded by & marriage contract or the 
course of married life, and consequently 
the court refused to allow, not only the 
count’s. original claim for $50.000 per 
annum,. but the $30,000 which the 
countess offered, and which it now seems 
the count claimed to have accepted Oc- 
tober 25. 

The court also took a precaution 
against any unreasonable attitude on the 
part of the count toward allowing his 
wife to take her children out of France, 
by providing that, in case of his refusal, 
judicial authorization could be granted. 

The decree orders the countess to send 
the children on Thursdays and Sundays 
to their grandmother, the Marquise de 
Castellane, and their surrender to their 
father for a week at New Years and 
Easter, and for a month in the summer. 

Dame Gould Is Joyful. 

Dame Gould, ag the former Countess 
de Castellane will hereafter be known, 
her title having ceased with the granting 
of the divorce, expressed the greatest 
satisfaction when she received the news 
at her residence on the Avenue Malakoff, 
Miss Helen Gould, who will remain here 
untij) after Christmas, was with her at 
the time. Madame Gould has no present 
intention of leaving Paris. The court 
having denied the count’s application for 
an annuity, there is the best ground for 
the statement that Madame Gould will 
make a liberal allowance to tlm. father 
her children.

eldest son of the Marquis de Castellane. 
at the New York home of her brother, 
George J. Gould, March 4. 1895, the late 
Archbishop Corrigan officiating. Miss 
Gould’s dowry was understood to have 
been $18,000,000, and it was further 
Stated that her income was $600,000.a 
year. Immediately after the marriage 
the couple left the United states. for 
France, where..the extravagant manner 
in which they lived attracted consider- 
attention. About five years . after 
the marriage, the Count and Countess 
de Castellane were reported to be finan- 
clally embarrassed, it being alleged that 
the count had already spent about 
$7,000,000 of his wife's Money. An ad- 
justment of the affairs of the count ane 
countess became necessary, and consider- 
able litigation followed, with the result 
that the Gould family intervened, and 
the Income of the countess was cut down 
to $200,000. 

On February 5, of the present year, the 
Countess de Castellane entered a plea for 
a divorce, the hearing of which began 
before Judge Ditte, Maitre Cruppi ap- 
pearing for the countess and Maitre 
Ronnet for the count. Evidence in the 
shape of correspondence between the 
count and women was presented, and the 
case was adjourned to Nove:nber 7, when 
the final pleas were made and the guit 
adjourned until. November 14. On the 
following day, November 8, the case of 
the count’s creditors was presented to 
the court and adjourned for two weeks. 

The three children of the Castellanes 
are George, Boni and Jay, the youngest 
being the namesake of his mother’s 
father, the late Jay Gould.

All the Principles Have Been Agreed 
Upon, and the Final Work of

Committee. 


Washington, November 1|14.—Currency 
expansion legislation in some form will 
be recommended for the action of con- 
gress at its coming session as the resul 
of the sessions of the currency commit- 
tees of the American Bankers’ Associa- 
tion and the New York chamber of com- 
merce, which have been held here for the 
past three days. What that legislation 
will be none of the members are willing 
to say at this time, as all of them have 
been pledged to absolute secrecy regard- 
ing the doings of the committees ‘until 
the final draft of the plan proposed is 
passed on by them at what is expected 
to be final session tomorrow. 

Principles Agreed Upon. 

All the principles which are to under- 
ly the proposed plan of currency reforms 
were passed on today and the final work 
of putting them in shape and outlining 
the details for their practical application 
was late in the afternoon referred to a 
special committee, consisting of A. RB. 
Hepburn, president of the Chase National 
bank, of New York; James B. Forgan, 
president of the First National bank, of 
Chicago, and John Perrin, president of 
the American National bank, of Indianap- 
olis. 

These are to be assisted by Frank Van- 
derlip, of the National City bank, of New 
York, and Charles A. Connant, 
Morton Trust Company, representing the 
New York chamber of commerce. 

Chairman Fowler, of the house com- 
mittee on currency, and Comptroller of 
the Currency Ridgley were present dur- 
ing the sessions of the committees to- 
day and it is-said the plinciples determin- 
ed on meet with their full approval. The 
action of the committees was said to be 
unanimous. 


Tax on Emergency Currency. 

The greater portion of today’s session 
of the committees was consumed in the 
consideration of the report of the sub- 
committee, consisting of Messrs. Forgan, 
of Chicago; Wexler, of New Orleans, and 
Vanderlip, of New York, to which was 
referred .the question of the amount of 
tax to be imposed on the issue of general 
credit emergency currency to. be emitted 
by banks in times of financial stringenty. 
Some features of their report which, it is 
understood, included a graduated tax, 
was not entirely satisfactory to the bank- 
ers and it was resommitted to the special 
subcommittee for further consideration. 
Incidental to this was also the estab- 
lishment of an immediate guarantee fund 
to meet the obligatons of any bank which 
fails before the regular guarantee fund 
is available, 

There —wes a_ dissension of senti- 
ment as tq the amount of the 
tht graduated tak to be fixed on the 
general credit\ issues, some of the mem- 
bers favoring a tax ranging from | to 5 
per cent, according to the amount of 
notes emitted and others expressing the 
opinion thatethe variation should be be- 
tween but 2 and 3 per cent. 

Propositions Agreed Upon. 

It is understood tonight although 
no official announcement was made, thit 
the committees today agreed substan- 
tially on the following propositions: 

The establishment of a five per cent 
guarantee fund for the redemption of the 
notes of failed banks and ‘for other pur- 
roses. The amount of general credit notes 
to be Kept on reserve to be the same 
percentage as that of deposits, ang a 
limitation of all issues of currency by 
any bank to that of its capital stock. 

The imposition of a tax on the emer- 
gency notes was the most troublesome 


of all to settle. A vote was taken on the

Southern railway train No. 14, from 
Cincinnati, scheduled to arrive in At- 
lanta with the mail and passengers at 
11:04 p. m., did not arrive until 2:30 
a. m, yesterday morning. As a conse- 
quence, it was 2:45 a. m. before the 
| train started southward with the mail. 


It was 8:20 a. m. when the train ar- 
rived at Helena, where connections are | 
made with the Seaboard for both east | 
and west-bound trains. Not only were | 
these connections missed, but they were! 
missed by three hours, and this in spite | 
of the fact that the schedules provide! 
for a wait at Helena of three hours be- 
tween the schedule time of the ‘arrival of 

Southern railway train No. 14 and the 
arrival of the Seaboard connection. 

Much the same conditions prevailed on 
the Central of Georgia. Southern rail- 
way No. 97, from New York and Wash- 
ingtOn, bearing the eastern mail arrived 
on time at 11:07. Central of Georgia 
No. 14 also left Atlanta on time one 
minute after midnight. And yet, with the 
exception of its own Central of Geor- 
gia trains, which were held until the 
arrival of No. 14, all of the other con- 
nections were missed and the train ar- 
rived at Fitzgerald three hours late.

Santos Dumont Talks About} 


His “Bird of Prey,” 


Inventor Declares That His Aero- 
plane Will Be to the Air What 
the Democratic Bicycle Is 
to the Earth. 


November 14.—Santos Dumont’s 
successful flight of his aerOplane, ‘“‘the 
“Rird of Prey.’ makes enthusiasts talk 
of the fast approaching day when peo- 
ple will be navigating the air, and when 
flying machines will te more common 
than automobiles. M. Dumont thinks the 
flying machines will eventually becomes 
the “poor automobile;”’ be safer, 
faster and cheaper. 
What Dumont. Says. 

Ii an interview M. Dumont sald: 

“The machine I am experimenting with 
having a surface of 80 
eqguare meters, but the practicability of 
the aeroplane, which will be for the air 
what the democratic bicycle is for the 
éarth, wil} be much smaller. 

“With ordinary fiying machines it its 
necessary to the size in order 
to increase the power. With the aero- 
plane, on the contrary, speed will be in- 
creased in direct proportion to. the 
diminution of the resistance surface. My 
present aeroplane was intentionally built 
large to Overcome main obstacles as to 
principles, but with increased power, 
which means speed, the size can be re- 
duced. At the same time increased speed 
adds to the safety as a powerful motor- 
ism more easily manipulated. We can, 
therefore, look forward to a practical 
aeroplane which can be comfortably 
housed in every home. From the stand- 
point of maintenance, tlre cOst, both of 
petroleum and repairs, the aeroplane 
will be much less expensive than the 
auto car. There will be no expensive 
tires to burst and no bad _ =~*roads 
to jolt them to pieces, There will be no 
collisions. Next year people will be able 
to go to the seashore on their aeroplanes. 
If will become the fad and the com- 
mencement of a new industry.” 

“What of the danger?’’ 


The Only Danger. 

“The only danger would be the risk of 
a broken rudder, and I cannot see that 
a rudder could break itself. The aero- 
plane is immebility itself. The swerving 
which made me descend on October 23 
can be easily rectified by a second rudder 
to counteract any tendency in that direc- 
tion. The practical difficulty, while the 
matter remains in the experimental stage, 
would, of course, be how to control the 
supplementary rudders while the hands 
are otherwise engaged. My intention is 
to attach the yoke ropes to my neck and 
maintain the equilibrium by the instinct- 
ive movement about the head. But this 
primitive arrangement will be replaced by 
an automatic méchanical apparatus. 
When the auto was first introduced, the 
man in the street treated those who had 
the temerity to operate them as mad- 
men, never anticipating the day when 
the fashionable thoroughfares of every 
big city would be crowded with auto- 
mobiles filled with nurses and newly born 
children. Men will drive aeroplanes as 
they now drive automobiles. There will 
be a short apprenticeship, but that can 
be done on terra firma. In brief, the day 
is not far distant when the aeroplane as 
a means of locomotion will replace in the 
air the bicycle on the earth.”’

Eatonton, Ga., November !|4.—(Special.) 
Whether for lack of cars, or for want 
of sufficient terminal facilities, as has 
been suggested, your correspondent is 
not well enough informed to state defi- 
nitely, ‘but the congestion existing here 
in the movement of freight surpasses 
any former period in the history of the 
town. Cotton that has been sold weeks 
ago is still here in piles waiting to be 
shipped. The railroad platform is filled 
to its utmost capacity, and the streets 
contiguous to warehouses are piled with 
cotton waiting to be moved by the rail- 
road. This cotton has been sold and 
paid for, and the banks are clamoring 
for bills of lading which cannot be had 
because of the inability of the railroads 
to handle it. The local cotton factories 
with maturing orders find it impossible 
to get their products shipped. The 
Putnam mills and electric power plant un- 
able to get cars to haul a large ship- 
ment, dumped the goods in the depot, and 
demanded a Hill of lading, thus placing 
the responsibility on the railroad. Freight 
from Macon, Atlanta and Savannah that, 
should come through in a May or two, 
requires from ten days to two weeks to 
make the trip. In addition to all this, 
passenger trains are late nearly every 
day, and mails very irregular. The daily 
papers are often a day and a half or two 
dave old when received here.

MOTHER’S OFFER OF REWARD 
LED TO SON'S CONVICTION 


HE story in the case of J. M. Camp-| 


bell, who is serving a life sentence | 


ry 
in the penitentiary on the charge! 


of having murdered his brother, William | 
Campbell, and for whom applicaton for| 
commutation of sentence to present ser- | 
vice was made before the prison commis- | 
sion yesterday, reads almost like a page| 
from fiction. 

William Campbell was shot dead while | 
at work in his field. There had been some| 
dispute of no very serious consequence! 
between himself and his brother. The! 
governor offered a reward of $150 for | 
the capture of the slayer with proof to 
convict, and Mrs. Sallie Campbell was' 
induced by certain parties to sign a! 
statement in which she offered a reward} 
of $500 for thearrest of the guilty party. 

Mrs, Campbell afterwards asserted that 
these parties knew at the time they urged 
her to offer tilis reward that they had! 
evidence which would convict her other 
son of the crime, a fact of which she 
was wholly ignorant. On this ground she 
refused to pay the reward after the con-!| 
viction of her son, was sued for if and! 
the courts required her to make payment. 


The evidence upon which J. M. Camp- 
bell was convicted of the murder of his 
brother was entirely circumstantial, and 
depended on the veracity of two negro 
witnesses, one of whom received a part 


| of the reward offered by the governor and 


also a part of the reward paid by the 
mother of the defendant. The only evi- 
dence directly connecting Campbell with 
the murder of his brother was the find- 
ing of half a cork at the place where 
the crimnal stood when he fired the fatal 
Shot. It was claimed that Campbell. 
afterwards threw away an empty bottle 
upon his Own premises. The neck of this 
bottle was found and in it was the other 
half of th® cork which exactly fitted 
the piece found where the murderer had 
stood. 

The case is a remarkable one In many 
aspects. Campbell is now at the state 
farm in Baldwin county, where he has 
been serving his life sentence since hig 
conviction in 1896. The prison commis- 
sion heard his application and took the 
case under advisement.
